THE MOVEMENT IN CHICAGO.

Cnrcaco, May 1.—The Bight-hour Inw, passed
al toe recent session of the Leglalature, weot
mio etfect to-duy, snd the lauporing men are
celebrating 1t by un imposiog demonstration,
The industrial estaplishments of the city are
closed, and the laborers and mechanics are
throngng the streete, Operatlons in the rall
road shope, on new bulldings, and fo fact 1n
every departmeul of netlve ludustiry, are sos-
proded, and toe day has peen wurned ot &
general loliday, to woich bas been added
ngl:npoaing procession and speeches this alter-
noon.

The procession formed this forenoon and hus
paraded torough the princioal streets of the
oity. From five to eight thousand laboring men
weie . the raoks, embrating stone cutlers,
marble workers, carpenters, ship-carpenters,
vaulkers, blacksmiths, bridge builders, moulders,
boiler makers, wagon makers, rallroad em-

ployes, curriers, ete.,, each  associalion
carrying on trucks, drawn by long teams
of horses, the emblems of their trade in

pracieal operation, A full rigged ship,
with men at work upon it; a steam engine
in motion; a shoemaker’s shop and funeral cars,
were nmong ithe features ol the procession.
Flags and banners by hundreds floated above
the gmoesulou. on which were varloug mottoes,
such as “In God 18 our Trust;” “Bight Hours
and No Burrender;” “‘For the Beneflt of the
Rigmwg Generation:” “Ilinois oo the Side of
Reformation;” “Hurry np, Governor Fenton:"
“The Mi'lennlum of Workng Men;" *HBurial of
0ld Ten Hours, "

The procession was about an hour in passing
% given point, and was continually greeted with
cheers hi the thousands o! workmen in the
streets. In the atternvon speeches were made
to them by several savocaes of the Eight hour
law, and at evening they quietly dispersed,

How the strike will result no one can tell,
The boiler manuigeturers will adhere to the ten-
bour plan, and close their shops rather thun
yiela to the new movement. Ihe sash and blind
maXkers refuse to puv more than eight hours' pay
for eight bonrs’ work, The owners of planing
mills have determined to discharge i Et-hmu‘
men, Plumbers snd marble workers will make
no concessions to their men, and tanners will
close the r establishments rather than pay more
wages, Pulnters have agieed 10 pay nine hours'
wages for eight hours' work. The caliroad com-
rame.e. without exception, are united in aayinr

hat they cannot carry on their business wich
eight hours, und are dischareing eve:ly man who
demands that basis. The printers decided lnst
pight to take no part in the movement, and wiil
work as h' retofore,

The railroad companics are discharging men
very rapidly, and it will be hard to 61l their
piaces; and numerous buildings m process of
erection will have to remain in staiw guo for
S0me time 1o come, At the paper factories there
will be no trouble, nor at the rolling mills,

Muny establishments are employing and pay-
ing men by the hour, bat the (veling on the part
ot emplosers I8 almost nnanimens in lavor ol
paylug but eight hours’for «i¢ht hounrs' work,
and they will close their establishments rather
than yield.

Tu the meantime, the laborers are equally de.
termined to labor elght hours for ten hours’
pay, and will not eoucede an inch to the em-
ployers' demaud. The employers threaten they
will hold out tor a year if necessaty, and thus
for the time beiug industry may be saidto be
paralyzed. Many persons are appréhensive of
riots in gase any laborers shoald choose to zo to
work on the employers’ terms, but at present
there 18 little dauger.

RIOTOUS CONDUCT OF THE STRIKERS—WORKSHOPS

CLOSED AND WORKMER DRIVEN OFP—COLLISION

Crigage, May 2.—The larger part of the
minoiactories uwre still ciosed. and great excite-
ment reigns in the city. At an early hour this
mornlog the eight-nour luborers gathered in
force. and, proceeding to the extensive shops of
the Ihinols Central Raillrosd, drove the men
from tbeir work, and closed «p the shops. The
chief object of the mob secmed to be to close
up evory esigblishment in which any ten-hour
men were At work,

Their next raid was upon the lumber yard of
King & Brothers, at the bead of Canal street,
which they summarily ¢losed up, They then
visited thrée or four other lumber yards in that
part of the city, ana rerved them in a similar
manner. They subsequently went to the laree

turkeys,

The bruiserscame together agaln, however,
and, pulling up stnkes, removed dve miles tar-
ther out on the Murket street road, and thas
escuped being hacked to pieces by the stars ot
the rural districte. They fought ninety-eight
rounds, to the great delight of the spectators,
For fifty or sixty rounds Ryan had the sdvan-
tage, but atter that Broderick rillled snd went in
with a vim, and wou the tight, Both were
badiy pumehed, as they deserved to be.
